Industrial California. 

California is one of the most re 
niark.iMe anil fascinating states on 

the map. 

!' California was set down on the 
Atlantic coast and cut to fit, it 
would hide from view Maine, New 

Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersy, Maryland 
;u, il all of Virginia east of the moun- 
tains. If just dropped down on the 
Atlantic Coast its northern line 
would ("all upon Maine, where it 
touches salt water lurthcrest north, 
while its southern line will he cut off 
a' Cape Hatteras.

California is an empire in itself, 
has a climate all its own and a pro- 
ductiveness of soil that equals the 
best sections of the United States, 
the four great valleys— Sacramento, 
San Joaquin, Santa Clara and the 
Citrus Belt.
